Provo  Fallout  Unharmful 
Says  BYU  Engineer 

Dr.  Billings  Brown,  professor 
of  chemical  enginering,  made  a 
test  Monday  to  measure  radio- 
active content  in  the  atmosphere 
caused  by  atomic  explosions  in 
Nevada  last  week.  Radioactivity 
was  present,  but  was  termed  “un- 
harmful” by  Dr.  Brown. 

Dr.  Brown’s  test  proved  that  10 
times  the  normal  amount  of  ra- 
dioactivity was  present  in  the 
atmosphere,  he  said.  Due  to  lack 
of  instruments  and  information, 
he  could  not  make  any  exact  cal- 
culation to  compare  the  affects 
of  the  fallout  with  the  “tolerance 
dose  of  man,”  he  added.

Primary  Campaign  Provokes 
Over  Half  of  Students  to  Polls 

“Judging  from  the  record  turnout  in  last  week’s  primary  elec- 
tions, the  Brigham  Young  University  studentbody  is  heading  for  an 
intercollegiate  record  for  total  votes  cast  in  studentbody  final  elec- 
tion,” according  to  Blaine  Gardner,  elections  committee  coordinator. 

Fifty-four  per  cent  of  the  studentbody  voted  in  the  primary  elec- 
tions last  week.  This  figure  is  larger  than  that  of  the  final  elections 
of  the  previous  two  years,  and  is  a 30  per  cent  increase  over  the 
AMS-AWS  elections  last  month,  according  to  Gardner. 

Elections  committee  is  striving  for  participation  of  95  per  cent 
of  the  studentbody  in  the  final  election.  They  have  adopted  the 
slogan  “95  in  ’55”  for  use  in  their  drive  this  week. 

Students  will  be  refused  ballots  unless  they  can  present  activity 
cards  to  officers  at  the  polls,  according  to  Gardner. 

95%  Vote  Is  Goal 

Voting  machines  will  be  located  on  the  main  floor  of  the  Eyring 
Science  Center.  Other  polls  will  be  located  in  the  Joseph  Smith 
Building,  McKay  Building,  and  Student  Service  Center,  where  the 
traditional  manual  voting  system  will  be  used.  An  effort  will  be  made 
by  the  elections  committee  to  supply  polling  places  for  at  least  one 
hour  both  days  to  students  on  the  lower  campus  and  at  the  Field- 
house. 

Places  on  the  ballot  will  be  supplied  for  write-in  votes. 

Candidates  to  Address  Assembly 

Candidates  for  executive  council  positions  will  be  given  the 
opportunity  to  address  the  studentbody  during  assembly  this  morn- 
ing. The  elections  committee  has  allotted'  two  minutes  to  eachc  can- 
didate for  this  purpose.  A program  which  includes  student  talent 
will  also  be  included. 

Results  of  the  elections  will  be  disclosed  at  the  annual  inaugural 
ball,  which  will  be  held  tomorrow  night. 

In  the  election  for  ASBYU  president,  Wid  Tingey,  Salt  Lake  City, 
will  oppose  Dave  Calvert,  Greenville. 

Ellen  Keeler,  Provo,  and  Barbara  Benson,  Washington,  D.  C.,  are 
running  for  studentbody  first  vice  president. 

Chuck  Hobbs,  Preston,  Ida.,  and  John  Ward,  Long  Beach,  Calif., 
are  candidates  for  the  office  of  studentbody  second  vice  president. 

Diane  Ahlander,  Provo,  and  Vickie  Richards,  Salt  Lake  City,  are 
studentbody  secretary  candidates. 

No  Write-ins  for  Business  Manager 

Bob  Driggs,  Fresno,  Calif.,  was  the  only  person  qualified  for 
the  office  of  ASBYU  business  manager.  Since  a selections  committee 
must  first  approve  the  candidacy  of  business  manager  nominees,  no 
write-in  votes  will  be  considered  for  other  persons. 

Senior  class  presidential  candidates  are  Richard  Bell,  Hoyt  Lakes, 
Minn.,  and  Benjamin  Dickison,  Ponca  City,  Okla.

Last  week  the  Elections  Committee  considered 
a proposal  to  release  lor  publication  the  number  of 
votes  cast  for  each  candidate  in  all  student  elec- 
tions on  this  campus.  It  was  then  proposed  that 
the  question  would  be  decided  by  the  studentbody 
by  placing  it  on  the  ballot  in  the  final  elections  to- 
day and  tomorrow.  The  executive  council  was  then 
approached  to  consider  this  proposal.  After  a nega- 
tive vote  by  a majority  of  executive  council  and 
cabinet  members,  the  prpoposal  was  discarded' 

By  a single  act,  those  people  vetoed  a proposal 
that'  would  have  been  vital  to  the  entire  student- 
body.  Why  did  these  men  allow  their  will  to  be  ( 
considered  in  precedence  over  the  will  of  the 
studentbody?  This  question  cannot  be  answered 
categorically,  but  it  is  generally  believed  that  the 
studentbody  would  ratify  the  proposal  by  an  over- 
whelming majority. 

The  only  reason  for  non-support  of  the  proposal 
by  the  executive  council  and  cabinet  was  that  the 
feelings  of  candidates  who  lost  by  large  majorities 
would  be  hurt.  It  is  a foregone  conclusion  that 
the  loser’s  feelings  will  be  hurt  anyway,  and  there 
is  little  chance  that  such  publication  would  com- 
pound the  injury  to  losers. 

Candidates  for  office  should  be  mature  enough 


to  accept  the  chance  of  defeat.  Moreover,  they 
should  be  mature  enough  to  accept  the  fact  that 
the  results  of  all  elections  should  be  published, 
complete  with  figures  on  the  margin  of  victory  or 
defeat. 

Brigham  Young  University  students  should  be 
aware  at  all  times  of  the  implications  of  suppres- 
sion of  news  by  the  studentbody  government.  It 
may  seem  small  enough  to  anyone  that  such  a 
thing  as  election  results  are  suppressed,  but  small 
things  have  traditionally  led  to  bigger  things. 

Brigham  Young  University  students  should  have 
the  right  to  know  just  what  effect  their  vote  had 
on  the  election  of  the  persons  who  will  or  will  not 
govern  their  studentbody  next  year.  The  mere  fact 
that  the  studentbody  desires  to  know  the  news  of 
the  elections  should  justify  the  release  of  such 
news.  • \ 

This  issue  is  small,  but  a retrospective  look  at 
history  shows  that  oppression  stems  from  the  depri- 
vation of  the  small  liberties.  The  recommendation 
by  the  executive  council  and  cabinet  was  evidently 
made  with  little  regard  for  the  desire  of  the 
studentbody.  This  newspaper  calls  for  a lively  stu- 
dent' reaction  against  such  recommendations  by 
persons  in  high  offices. 


Legislative  Leanings

We  could  run  a brief  character 
sketch  of  each  of  the  candidates 
for  studentbody  officers  this 
week,  but  their  lives  have  already 
been  immortalized  in  print,  so 
we’ll  try  something  else. 

Elections  officials  expressed 
pleasure  at  last  week’s  primary 
turnout — but  Dee  Jacobs,  the  en- 
ergetic elections  chairman,  who 
seems  to  be  everyplace  at  once 
these  days,  isn’t  satisfied  with 
a mere  54  percent  of  the  student- 
body.  He  says  that  the  commit- 
tee will  aim  for  95  percent.  That’s 
a laudable  goal,  and  if  anyone 
can  make  it  Dee  and  his  hard 
working  committee  will.  They 
will,  that  is,  if  the  students  get 
out  and  support  the  elections. 

The  elections  for  studentbody 
officers  were  very  close  all  down 
the  line  incidentally,  if  that’s  any 
consolation  to  the  losers.  (It  isn’t 
speaking  as  one  who,  in  total  vol- 
ume of  lost  elections,  stands  head 
and  shoulders  above  the  rest  of 
the  studentbody.)  In  the  presi- 
dential race,  for  example,  only  a 
hundred  votes  separated  the  top 
three  candidates.  That’s  not  many 
out  of  3495  ballots. 

Reading  the  campaign  plat- 


forms in  Tuesday’s  paper  brought 
to  mind  a story  told  by  Dr.  Smith 
Pond  in  one  of  his  Econ  classes. 
Dr.  Pond  climbed  off  a train  in 
Illinois  (as  we  recall)  one  day  to 
be  handed  a small  card  with,  this 
political  platform  outlined  there- 
on: f 

“We  stand  for  decreased  na- 
tional debt,  more  government 
spending  and  lower  taxes.” 

What  this  nation,  or  this  cam- 
pus, needs  is  more  men  who  have 
the  courage  to  advance  such  a 
far  reaching  program,  and  the  in- 
tellect to  carry  it  out! 

Speaking  of  economics,  or 
whatever  it  was  we  were  speak- 
ing of,  that  Senate  committee 
which  has  been  investigating 
campaign  expenses  should  take  a 
look  around  this  campus.  The 
campaign  expenditure  rule  for 
studentbody  elections  has  more 
loopholes  than  a fort  in  a Holly- 
wood western.  And  just  as  in  the 
Western,  they’re  utilized.  Since 
the  rules  were  made  in  an  effort 
to  equalize  campaign  opportun- 
ities somewhat,  it  might  be  well 
if  the  elections  committee  looked 
into  the  present  rule  with  an 
eye  _to  improvements.

I had  a real  awakening  a few~ 
days  ago  when  I was  on  lower 
campus.  Remember  when  the  mu- 
sic library  was  on  upper  campus? 
It  was  always  crowded.  There 
was  only  room  enough  for  about 
twenty  or  so  people  to  be  com- 
fortable and  it  seemed  as  though 
there  were  about  that  many 
music  lovers  there  all  the  time. 
It.  was  inevitable  that  the  music 
library  should  be  moved  for  two 
reasons:  (1)  The  music  listening

Which  would  be  better:  a small 
listening  room  being  used  by 
150  or  200  students  per  day  or 
spacious  quarters  used  by  only 
15  or  20  students  per  day?  Music 
isn’t  just  for  the  music  majors 
who  are  required  to  listen  to  a 
few  selected  records.  It’s  for  all 
of  us  to  enjoy  when  we  want  to 
relax  for  a few  minutes  or  to 
broaden  our  cultural  interest, 
though  we  may  not  be  music 
students.  Can’t  we  have  the  rec- 
ord library  back  on  campus 
somewhere?  Even  a small  room 
in  the  North  building  would  be 
much  better.  I invite  more  com- 
ment on  the  matter.

“We  really  shouldn’t  need  the 
honor  system  here.  It  everyone 
held  to  the  standards  they  pro- 
fessed when  they  picked  out  this 
university,  it  would  be  completely 
unnecessary.” 

This  comment  has  been  heard, 
and  to  some  degree  it  is  justified. 
Yes,  it  is  quite  true  that  we  real- 
ly wouldn’t  need  it — not  if  we 
were  all  perfect,  that  is.  But 
we’re  not,  and  the  fact  that  we 
do  need  each  other’s  aid  and  sup- 
port— yes,  even  demanding  a lit- 
tle reproof  on  occasion — makes  it 
necessary  for  us  to  organize  to- 
gether to  share  a common 
strength. 

There  was  a time  not  so  long 
ago  when  each  of  us  made  the 
decision  which  university  out  of 
all  the  many  we  wanted  to  be- 
come a part  of.

It  would  appear  from  the  letter 
of  Mr.  Smith  in  the  Safety  Valve 
of  the  April  14  issue  of  the  Uni- 
verse that  there  is  some  misun- 
derstanding as  to  the  purpose  of 
student  political  organizations.  It 
is  not  the  purpose  of  such  or- 
ganizations to  take  part  in  stu- 
dent elections  or  government. 
The  purpose  of  this  type  of  an 
organization  is  to  keep  the  stu- 
dent informed  concerning  the 
policies  of  the  political  parties  on 
local,  state,  and  federal  levels. 
They  give  the  student  the  oppor- 
tunity to  participate  on  the  grass 
roots  level  of  the  political  or- 
ganizations.

and  includes  the  Brigham  Young 
University  campus. 

Prefixes  of  FRanklin  3,  HUnt- 
er  9 and  ACademy  5 were  formed 
and  all  telephone  numbers  in 
the  three  cities  were  changed. 
The  two  FRanklin  pprefixes  re- 
fer to  Provo  phones,  HUnter  9 
to  Springville,  and  ACademy  5 
will  precede  all  numbers  in  the 
city  of  Orem. 

For  Dorms  Dial  FR.  3-5500 

The  following  prefixes  and 
numbers  will  affect  buildings  con- 
nected with  the  BYU  campus. 
In  order  to  get  a person  in  any 
of  the  Wymount  dormitories, 
Heritage  Halls,  or  Knight-Man- 
gum  Hall  the  first  number  to  dial 
is  FR.  3-5500,  after  which  the 
person  calling  must  ask  for  the 
desired  extension.  Prefix  for  all 
BYU  campus  offices  will  here- 
after be  FRanklin  3-1940.  For 
Amanda  Knight  Hall  the  new 
number  is  FRanklin  3-2576,  and 
for  Allan  Hall,  FRanklin  3-6582. 

New  phone  numbers  of  all  per- 
sons living  off  campus  may  be 
found  in  the  new  telephone  di- 
rectories which  were  recently 
distributed.  Since  many  students 
may  be  living  in  one  home,  and 
the  phone  is  listed  under  only 
one,  the  operator  must  be  con- 
sulted for  others  living  in  the 
same  house.

Utah  Lake 
Receives 
New  Stock

Utah’s  State  Fish  and  Game 
Commission  is  at  the  present 
time  introducing  comparatively 
new  game  fish  to  the  lakes  and 
reservoirs  of  Utah. 

The  Wall-eyed  Pike,  which  be- 
fore 1951  was  practically  un- 
known to  anglers  throughout  the 
Bee  Hive  State  is  making  a high 
success  of  multiplying  in  the 
waters  in  which  it  has  been  in- 
troduced. 

Fish  Placed 

In  1952  300,000  Wall-eyes, 

ranging  from  hatching  size  to 
IY2  inches  were  planted  in  the 
waters  of  Utah  Lake.  In  the  fol- 
lowing year  the  same  number 
were  planted  and  the  fish  started 
to  become  known  to  avid  Utah 
Lake  fishermen. 

It  has  been  particularly  noted 
by  M.  J.  Madsen,  superintendent 
of  Utah  State  Fisheries,  that  the 
growth  of  the  Pike  in  Utah  Lake 
has  been  more  than  exceptional. 
“In  fact,”  Madsen  said,  “the 
Wall-eyed  Pike  that  were  planted 
in  1952  today  averaged  from  16 
to  18  inches  in  length  and  weigh 
from  one  to  four  pound's.” 

Pike  Planted 

In  1953  and  1954  a total  num- 
ber of  600,000  Pike  were  planted 
along  the  shores  of  Utah  Lake 
with  plantings  also  going  to  Echo 
Dam  in  Coalville,  Utah,  and  to 
Yuba  Reservoir  near  Levan  in 
the  Sevier  River  drainage  area. 

“As  yet  this  year  we  have  not 
planted  any  Pike  in  state  wa- 
ters, however,  within  the  next 
two  weeks  we  will  receive  2,000,- 
000  Pike  eggs  from  New  York 
State  at  our  Salt  Lake  City  Scott 
Avenue  Hatchery.  These  eggs 
will  be  hatched  at  the  fishery 
and  fed  on  Brine  Shrimp  from 
the  Great  Salt  Lake.  , Planting 
operations  will  begin  when  the 
fish  have  grown  to  the  advanced 
fry  stage,”  Madsen  stated. 

Cannibal  Fish 

Incidentally,  the  Wall-eyed 
Pike  are  cannibal  fish  and  eat 
the  different  species  of  trash  fish 
that  inhabit  the  waters  of  Utah 
Lake.  Mr.  Madsen  said  it  is  im- 
possible to  ascertain  whether  or 
not  there  has  been  a decrease  in 
the  number  of  trash  fish  in  the 
lake.

Coach  Fred  ‘Buck’  Dixon 
Honored  as  BYU  Great

How  many  know  who  is  con- 
sidered as  one  of  the  greatest 
all-around  athletes  ever  to  gradu- 
ate from  the  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity? How  many  realize  that 
he  has  been  a member  of  the 
athletic  coaching  staff  for  some 
27  years?  Who  is  this  man?  His 
name  is  Fred  (Buck)  Dixon,  ten- 
nis and  golf  coach  at  BYU. 

Buck,  as  everyone  knows  him, 
was  born  in  Provo  in  1904,  and 
except  for  two  years  of  his  life, 
he  has  lived  here  since.  He  attend- 
ed the  Brigham  Young  High 
School  where  he  won  awards  in 
football,  basketball  and  tennis. 
In  his  senior  year  he  and  several 
other  top  athletes  tranferred  to 
Provo  High  due  to  the  suspension 
of  competitive  athletics  at  BY 
High.  At  Provo  High  Buck  won 
awards  in  these  same  three  sports 
and  became  the  first  player  to 
receive  the  coveted  John  W.  Me- 
Adden  All-Around  Athlete  Award. 

He  entered  the  Brigham  Young 
University  in  the  fall  of  1922.  In 
those  days  you  could  letter  in  all 
four  years  of  college  in  all  sports 
and  this  is  just  what  Buck  pro- 
ceded  to  do  in  football,  basketball, 
track,  and  tennis. 

He  was  chosen  all-conference 
in  basketball  as  a forward  and 
in  football  as  fullback.  He  won 
the  conference  singles  title  in 
tennis  twice  and  when  he  was  a 
senior,  he  and  his  brother  Sanky 
won  the  doubles  title  also. 

Buck  won  the  all-around  ath- 
lete medal  at  the  BYU  in  his  sen- 
ior year. 

Graduation  did  not  stop  his  ac- 
tivity as  he  and  his  brother  con- 
tinued to  dominate  the  tennis 
ranks  for  several  years. 

Overall  Buck  won  the  Inter- 
Mountain  singles  trophy  five 
times  and  coupled  with  his  broth- 
er won  the  doubles  trophy  ten 
times.  Four  of  these  wins  carried 
them  to  Boston  to  compete  in  the 
All-U.S.  Championships  where 
they  once  beat  the  Mexican 
championship  doubles  team  as 
well  as  the  National  Veterans 
champions. 

He  won  the  singles  titles  of 
Idaho  and  Colorado,  as  well  as 
both  doubles  titles. 


Buck  is  an  unusually  fast  learn- 
er which  is  shown  in  the  fact 
that  one  year  from  the  time  he 
took  up  golf  he  won  the  all-city 
open  in  Provo. 

After  Buck  graduated  from  the 
BBYU  he  spent  two  years  as 
head  coach  at  the  Weber  High 
School  hi  Ogden.  He  then  return- 
ed to  BYU  where  he  has  remain- 
ed ever  since  1928.  He  was  made 
assistant  coach  under  G.  Ott  Rom- 
ney of  football  and  basketball  as 
well  as  frosh  football  and  basket- 
ball mentor.  Along  with  his  col- 
ege  duties  in  1938  he  coached 
basketball  at  BY  High. 

During  this  era  called  by  Grant- 
land  Rice  “The  Golden  Era  of 
Sports,”  BYU  gave  out  no  ath- 
letic scholarships  of  any  kind 
and  Buck  played  simply  for  the 
love  of  the  events. 

When  asked  what  his  most 
treasured  memory  was  in  sports, 
Buck  recalled  the  time  he  and 
his  brother  Sanky  won  out  over 
top-seeded  Wayne  Sabin  and  El- 
wood  Cook  in  three  straight  sets; 
the  latter  two  later  went  on  to 
become  top  stars  in  U.S.  tennis 
circles. 

Buck  has  this  bit  of  advice  for 
those  college  men  and  women 
who  are  majoring  in  Physical 
Education: 

“During  your  college  days 
learn  to  play  one  or  more  of  the 
individual  sports  such  as  tennis, 
golf,  bowling  or  skiing,  etc.,  be- 
cause it  gives  a chance  to  carry 
on  active  participation  in  later 
years.” 

Coach  Dixon’s  golf  and  tennis 
squads  always  have  fared  well, 
seldom  finishing  far  down  the 
list  in  Division  competition.  Few 
coaches  receive  the  praise  from 
the  athletes  as  does  Buck.  His 
proteges  are  appreciative  of  the 
fine  manner  in  which  the  Cougar 
mentor  has  taught  the  sport. 

Now  51,  Buck  is  still  quite  ac- 
tive, being  a member  of  the  city 
golf  team  and  an  active  bowler, 
taking  third  in  last  winter’s  city 
tourney.  He  holds  the  rank  of  as- 
sistant professor  here  at  the  BYU 
and  is  the  only  coach  that  has 
ever  taught  golf  since  it  came 
to  campus  in  1945. 

He  married  a girl  from  Ainer-

With  the  big  drawing  card  in 
the  past  being  the  outstanding 
visitors  brought  in  by  the  com- 
mittee, headed  by  Coach  Clar- 
ence “Robbie”  Robison,  this  year 
should  be  no  exception. 

Three  exhibition  performers 
will  be  on  hand  this  year  and  will 
compete  in  their  specialties 
against  some  of  the  cream  of  the 
Cougar  team. 


is  being  planned  with  pep  clubs 
from  many  of  the  participating 
high  schools  to  be  on  hand  for 
a gigantic  parade  during  the  for- 
mal opening  of  the  big  meet  Sat- 
urday afternoon.  This  colorful 
spectacle  should  be  one  of  the 
highlights  of  the  meet. 

With  an  expected  total  of  1,500 
participants,  many  records,  both 
in  the  high  school  and  exhibition 
divisions,  are  expected  to  fall, 
with  many  marks  having  already 
been  unofficially  cracked  in  pre- 
vious outings  by  some  of  the 
tracksters.  Several  records  have 
a chance  to  be  bested  while  sev- 
eral others  will  have  to  wait  a 
while  before  their  marks  are 
changed. 

The  javelin  throw  and  the  two- 
mile  run  seem  to  be  in  the  most 
danger  this  time  with  Cougar 
Charles  “Pinky”  Higgins  throw- 
ing the  dart  out  to  220  feet  ear- 
lier this  season  at  Arizona.  The 
record  is  held  by  Dr.  Bill  Sey- 
mour with  a waft  of  227  feet. 


Jim  Terrill,  one  of  southern 
California’s  best  milers,  will  run 
with  BYU’s  distance  twins,  Sher- 
ald  James  and  Wayne  Lundell. 
The  former  Occidental  ace  has 
posted  a time  of  4:09  for  the  four 
lapper. 

Jim  Lee,  another  Southern 
Cal  spikester,  will  probably  be 
in  a class  by  himself  when  he 
leaves  the  blocks  in  his  event, 
the  440  yard  dash.  Lee  recently 
placed  second  in  this  event  in 
the  Pan-American  Games  even 
though  he  ran  below  the  world’s 
record,  with  a time  of  45.6  in  the 
400  meter  run,  which  is  nearly 
the  equivalent  of  our  440  yards. 

The  third,  but  far  from  least, 
performer  on  the  program  is 
Bob  Smith,  one  of  the  better  pole 
vaulters  in  the  nation  today. 
Smith,  a San  Diego  State  star, 
will  be  out  for  the  meet  record 
of  14’10”,  set  in  1951  by  the  Rev. 
Bob  Richards.  His  opposition  will 
be  Lewis  Chatterly,  the  Brigham 
captain,  who  has  nudged  14  feet 
several  times  this  year.

The  two-mile  will  be  threatened 
by  three  men,  all  of  BYU.  Lundell 
and  James,  along  with  Bok  Suk 
Shim,  recently  returned  from  the 
Boston  marathon,  will  push  to 
better  the  mark  of  9:27.3  held  by 
Greg  Rice  of  Notre  Dame,  set  in 
1940. 

The  pole  vault  record  will  also 
be  in  immediate  danger.  Bob 
Smith  has  bettered  15  feet  in  re- 
cent vaults  and,  weather  permit- 
ting, could  shatter  the  previous 
record. 

One  of  the  outstanding  events 
of  this  year’s  cinderfest  will  be 
the  annual  high  school  decath- 
lon, in  which  outstanding  ath- 
letes from  the  competing  preps 
compete  in  a series  of  events 
such  as  the  high  jump,  pole 
vault,  discus  and  javelin  throw, 
the  100  and  220  yard  dashes  and 
the  low  and  high  hurdles. 

If  the  weatherman  cooperates, 
this  year’s  version  of  the  Invita- 
tional should  be  one  of  the  most 
oustanding,  according  to  the  re- 
lays committee.
